The Franklin Repository says: That 


the operation of the pipe line which, 
the National Transit Company has just 
finished laying through Franklin coun- 
ty, will be attended by occasional se- 
rious accidents and big escapes of oil, 
is a fact that will soon be shown to be 
true. The line is to carry crude oil 
from West Virginia oil fields to New- 
York and is forced through tbe pipes 
by pumping engines of tremendous 
power which are located at pumping 
stations about sixty or eighty miles 
apart. 


The station in Franklin county is 


situated in Quincy township, along the 
Mont Alto railroad 
The pipe line is 


all laid through Franklin and Adams 
counties. 
The station in Quincy twp. 


is not yet in operation as the engines 
are not ready to start, but the station 
west of us, near Cumberland, Md., is 
in operation and they are running the 
pipes full of oil to test them. 


The first serious accident in this coun- 


ty occurred on Wednesday on the farm 
John B. Myers, in Warren township. 
The break occurred at daylight on the 
top of the hill the Fulton county line. 
When the break was first seen the oil 
shooting up into the air 25 or 30 feet, 
thus showing the tremendous pressure - 
.on the pipes. 
The escaping oil ran 


down the small creek which empties - 
into Licking creek a half a mile away, 
and floated on its surface making s - 
line of floating oil fully a half a mile 
long. 


A boy living near the stream caught 


some of the oil in a tin cup and put a 
lighted match to it to see if it would 
burn. 
His curiosity was gratified, for 


it caught fire and made such a big 
flame that the frightened youngster 
threw the cup of burning oil into the 
stream which was already covered with 
floating oil. In an instant the quiet 
little stream was burned into a mass of 
fire, the oil burning on the water as it 
ran. 
Sometimes the flames would rise 


30 or 40 feet high and the roar of the 
fire and the bursting of stones on the 
banks of the streams could be heard 
half a mile away. The heat was in- 
tense. At one place the burning oil 
ran along by a large limestone rock, 
which was burned into lime in spots to 
the depth of a quarter of an inch. 


When the oil reached Licking creek . 


the flames were extinguished at the 
place where the smaller stream enters 
the creek, the water runs very swiftly, 
and it thinned the oil out so much that 
it would not burn. 
No damage was 


done except that a few panels of fence 
were burned where fences crossed the 
stream. The company lost a large 
.amount of oil. 
The fire burned about 


i r hours.

The directors ot seven of the twelve 
railroads in southern and central Kan- 
sas, under control of the Gould inter- 
ests, met at Atchison, Kansas last week 
and passed resolutions authorizing the 
consolidation of the twelve into one 
company, to be known as the Kansas, 
Colorado and Pacific Railroad, 
The 
other five met at Wichita and pa&sed 
simiUr rtf&ulutioQs. 


The Franklin Repository says: That 
the operation of the pipe line which 
the National Transit Company hats just 
finished laying through Franklin coun- 
ty, will be attended by occasional se- 
rious accidents and big escapes of oil, 
is a fact that will soon be shown to be 
true. 
The line is to carry crude oil 
from West Virginia oil fields to New 
York and is forced through the pipes 
by pumping engines of tremendous 
power which are located at pumping 
stations about sixty 01* eighty miles 
apart. 


The station in Franklin county is 
situated in Quincy township, along the 
Mont Alto railroad 
The pipe line is 
all laid through Franklin and Adams 
counties. 
The station in Quincy twp. 
is not yet in operation as the engines 
are not ready to start, but the station 
west of us, near Cumberland, Md., is 
in operation and they are running the 
pipes full of oil to test them. 


The first serious accident in this coun- 
ty occurred on Wednesday on the farm 
John B. Myers, in Warren township. 
The break occurred at daylight on the 
top of the hill the Fulton county line. 
When the break was first seen the oil 
shooting up into the air 25 or 30 feet^ 
thus showing the tremendous pressure 
on the pipes. 
The escaping oil ran 
down the small creek which empties • 
into Licking creek a half a mile away, 
and floated on its surface making a . 
line of floating oil fully a half a mile 
long. 


A boy living near the stream caught 
some of the oil in a tin cup and put a 
lighted match to it to see if it would 
burn. 
His curiosity was gratified, for 
it caught fire and made such a big 
flame that the frightened youngster 
threw the cup of burning oil into the 
stream which was already covered with 
floating oil. 
In an instant the quiet 
little stream was burned into a mass of 
fire, the oil burning on the water as it 
ran. 
Sometimes the flames would rise 
30 or 40 feet high and the roar of the 
fire and the bursting of stones on the 
banks of the streams could be heard 
half a mile away. 
The heat was in- 
tense. 
At one place the burning oil 
ran along by a large limestone rock, 
which was burned into lime in spots to 
the depth of a quarter of an inch. 


When the oil reached Licking creek 
the flames were extinguished at the 
place where the smaller stream enters 
the creek, the water runs very swiftly, 
and it thinned the oil out so much that 
It would not burn. 
No damage was 
done except that a few panels of fence 
were burned where fences crossed the 
stream. 
The company lost a large 
, amount of oil. 
The fire burned about 
z I hours. 


Twenty-seven 
locomotives are in 
course ot construction at the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, Philadelphia,which 
when built, will be shipped to New 
South Wales, Australia.

the largest foreign orders ever filled by 
the Baldwin Works, and, coming from ' 
an Australian province under the Do- 
minion of Great Britian, is very signi- 
ficant. 
These twenty-seven locomo- 
tives will be used on a railroad owned 
and operated by the Government roads - 
were mainly supplied with 
English 
made locomotives. 


A member of the Baldwin firm said 
on Tuesday evening about the contract: 
'»This is a large order for a foieign 
country, but we send locomotives to all^ 
countries on the globe using railroads 
to any considerable extent. 
We have 
them Australia now, but mainly on 
roads owned by private corix)rations. 
We have had contracts to build 100 for 
a company in this country. 
We turn 
out three complete locomotives a day,, 
having made this year over 900."

land, Vt., Nov. 10, 13 and 14, respec- 
tively, and signed by W. G. Veazoy, 
Commander-in-Chief—J. H. Goulding, 
Adjutant-General—arc as ibllows; 


General Orders, No. 5. 
L An inspection will at once be 
made in all Departments of all 
Posts 
that were not inspected previous to tho

grain food ia one year, or forty quarts,

ash has the power of dissolving sand, 
aad it is probable that, by making sand 
soluble, and taking it up into the circula- 
tion, it checks the flow of sap, besides: 
giving the straw the gritty charac- 
ter 
that so quickly dulls delicate- 


knives used in cutting it. 
Graia of any- 


kind that has been fertilized with min- 
erals is much less likely to rust than that, 
manured with fertilizers mainly carbon- 
aceous. Rich stable maaure, will, how- 
ever, often make a bright straw and, 
plump grain, while that which is mainly 
carbonaceous, or made from straw, will 
maka weak straw and a shrunken grain. 
The explanation is that the rich manure- 
helps to make soluble potash in the soil, 
wMle the poor maaure has not this. 
power.

KCONOMT llf CORN HUSKINO. 


It does not pay to protract corn husk- 
ing until cold weather. 
After the stalks 
and ears have dned out sufficiently to 
allow the husks to part readily, the sooner 
tho grain and stalk are separated the less 
tho work will cost. 
There is besides a 
great gain in tho condition of the stalks. 
Fodder that has been left until winter in 
the field, and often with mice running 
through it, is not worth much. Husking 
with cold fingers and shorter days cost 
more than to do the work at the right 
time.—Boston 
Cxdtimtor.

SAVING THE POTATOES. 


There is more or less rot in the pota- 
toes this season. This is doubtless largely 
due to the absence of any precautions to 
destroy the rotten tubers of last year, and 
the use of infected seed. 
Much may be 
done in way of these precautions by 
sprinkling the potatoes, when stored", 
with dry air slaked lime; by sorting out 
all tliose that are spotted with 
the 
disease and turning them to use; the po- 
tatoes that are partly decayed may bo 
boiled for the pigs. 
The rot does not 
injure 'them for this use when they arc 
cooked, and if some meal is mixed with 
the cooked potatoes mashed in the water 
in which they have beeu boiled most ex- 
cellent fatteuing food may be made of 
them.—American Agriculiuri^U 


DKIVING HOUSES WITHOUT SHOES. 
On soft country roads farmers can save 
blacksmith bills by letting their horses 
go barefooted, where stone or rocks do 
not form too great a portion of the road 
surface. 
Even on frozen ground unshod 
horses do good work. In this latter con- 
dition of roads, the saving of calk-sharp- 
ening iu time and expense is very con- 
siderable. 
On the ice a barefooted horse 
is so sure footed that he may bo driven 
or ridden with safety, when unsafe for a 
dozen miles even with sharpened calks. 
Many lame horses are cured by removing 
their shoes. 
A shod horse travels on ice, 
and to a degree walks on stilts. 
An 
ounce at tho extremity of the foot is 
largely multiplied in weight as compared 
to the carrying or in draght.—American 
AgricuiturisiL 


WATER rOWEn ON FAn>rS. 


No doubt where there is a stream of 
water having a sufficieni; fall to give the 
requisite power, it could be economically 
applied for farm purposes, as for grind- 
ing, cutting fodder and thrashing. 
A 
stream giving 400 cubic feet of water 
per minute, equal to about 3000 gallons, 
or fifty gallons per second, with ten feet 
fall will give six-horse power. 
Half as 
much water with thirteen feet fall will 
afford four horse power, 
A stream four 
feet wide flowing 200 feet per minute 
and six inches deep would give enough 
Avater for six horse power falling ten feet. 
A common overshot wheel would be the 
cheapest and most convenient 
power. 
There is no reason why the wheel should 
not be used with a dynamo to give elec- 
tric power, which might cost $300, or 
about the same cost as a steam engme, 
without the risk of fire and cost of fuel. 
In course of time, no doubt, electricity 
Avill be extensively used for farm pur- 
poses where the cheap power of water 
can be made available as the motive force.

PRKVENTIKG WHEAT RUST. 


In many parts of the country whea.^ 
has rusted the past year, owing largel 
to wet weather, as tho grain was groM^ 
ing and 
filling. 
It has lessened tho- 
yield, as well as making tho quality 
poorer. 
There are several hundred thou- 
sand wheat grains in a bushel, ^ h f r 
difference between a plump andshriAkea 
berry seems very slight, but multiply 
this by the millions of wheat grains on a 
single acre, and a more plump berry may 
add several bushels to the yield. 
A 
shrunken grain, on the contrary, must 
always be disappointing at threshing 
time, especially, as is pften the case, tho- 
same as this season, when it is accom- 
panied with a very heavy growth ot 
straw. 


Too much nitrogenous or stable ma- 
nures arc the common cause of excessive 
growth of straw. 
It can be remedied by 
applying wood ashes or potash in any 
form in considerable quantities. 
How: 
the mineral effects this has been vari- 
ously explained. 
It is known that pot- 
ash has the power of dissolving sand, 
and it is probable that, by making sand 
soluble, and taking it up into the circula- 
tion, it checks the flow of sap, besides: 
giving 
the straw the gritty 
charac- 
ter 
that 
so 
quickly 
dulls delicato- 
knives used in cutting it. 
Grain of any- 
kind that has been fertilized with min- 
erals is much less likely to rust than that, 
manured with fertilizers mainly carbon- 
aceous, 
Rich stable manure, will, how- 
ever, often make a bright straw 
and 
plump grain, while that which is mainly 
carbonaceous, or made from straw, will 
mak3 weak straw and a shrunken grain. 
The explanation is that the rich manure- 
helps to make soluble potash in the soil, 
while the poor manure has not this, 
power. 
Hence a dressing of manure 
from grain-fed horses may have tho 
effect of a dressing of potash, though not. 
directly supplying any of the mineral,, 
but only liberating what was already ia 
the soil in insoluble condition.—Aineri'- 
can 
Cultivator. 


EEGULATIKG THE QUAKTITY OF FOOD. 
A hen is said to consume five pecks of 
grain food in one year, or forty quarts. 
Hence, if one hen eats forty quarts of 
food in 3G5 days, then 8C5 hens should 
eat forty quarts in one day, or about one 
quart a day to nine hens. 
It has always 
been the rule that one quart of corn is 
the proper allowance for ten hens in one 
day, giving a pint in the morning and a 
pint at night. 
This, however, is the es- 
timate of the total quantity of food re- 
quired. 
If green food or meat is given, 
the amount of corn must be reduced j^ro- 
portionately. 
How can this be done, as 
it requires vcr}*" nice calculation to equal- 
ize the difference between a pint of corn 
and a head of cabbage, there being no 
standard by M^hich the two foods can bo 
compared, to say nothing of the fact that 
in some flocks one hen will eat more than 
another, and one will eat largely of one 
kind of food M'hile another hen will pre- 
fer some other kind. 
It is a wise poul- 
trynian who can estimate in advance the 
exact quantity to give, as the hens may 
eat more to-day and less to-morrow,— 
Farm and 
Fireside.

We first examine the shoulders as a 
part where the finest wool is to be found. 
This we take as standard and compare it 
with tho wpol from the ribs, the thigh, 
the rump, and shoulder parts, and the 
nearer the wool from tho various por- 
tions of the animal approaches tho stand- 
ard the better. 
First wo scrutinize the 
fineness, and if the result is satisfatory 
we pronounce the fleece in respect to fine- 
ness very''even." 
Next we scrutinize 
the length of tho staple, and if we find 
that tho wool on the ribs, thigh and buck 
approximates 
reasonably in length to 
that of our standard we again declare 
the fleece, as regards length of staple, 
«'true and even." 
We next satisfy our- 
selves us to the density of the fleece, and 
we do this by cbsing the hand upon a»
